Texas Panhandle 
Is Interested In 
Dairying-Grout 


COLLEGE STATION, June 25. 
— Interest in dairying is growing 
rapidly in the Texas Panhandle 
and the use of pure bred bulls 
through bull circles in building up 
the dairy herds is becoming more 
and more general, Prof. George P. 
Grout, head of the dairy husban­ 
dry department of the A. and M 
College of Texas, who has just re­ 
turned from an inspection trip to 
Floyd, Hale and Swisher counties, 
reports. 
Prof. Grout inspected the pure 
bred bulls owned by members of 
the bull circles organized in these 
counties by the county agents in 
co-oueration with th* 
Extension 
Service of the A. and M. College. 
He also inspected the offspring of 
these bulls and reported that many 
of the grade heifers are showing 
up as well for practical purposes 
as purebred cows and that they 
are far superior to their 
dams. 
There is not a poor bull in the 
lot inspected and the farmers and 
bankers of that section are heart­ 
ily supporting the bull circle plan, 
he said. 
Even with the 
dry season ex­ 
perienced, bankers in Plainview, 
Tulia and Floydada interviewed 
said the farmers are 
asking 
for 
less money for living purposes than 
in previous years, 
Prof. 
Grout 
reported, this 
being 
due to the 
growth of 
the 
dairy 
business. 
About IOO pure bred bulls are in 
use in the three counties and the 
bill circle work there is past the 
experimental stage, he reported. 
The next move will be to organize 
testing associations to weed out 
the “boarder” cows, 
he 
added. 
The work in these 
counties 
has 
been going on for four years and 
there are four or five bull circles 
in the counties now. 
Introduction of a bull circle in 
Carson county is being considered, 
Prof. Grout said. 
He visited Pan­ 
handle and 
spoke 
before 
the 
commercial club there where, he 
said, he found much enthusiasm 
over the dairy business.

So this is El Paso! 
A modern 
city of 110,000 
people. 
Clean 
streets, beautiful homes, schools, 
churches and hospitals, big bo­ 
tt Is, operated by big business men. 
W onderful parks and 
well 
kept 
lawns. 
Traffic cops still take care 
of and control the heavy traffic 
at the intersection of streets. This 
is the only outstanding non-pro­ 
gressive thing you see in El Paso. 
No city in Tnxas has a more col­ 
orful history than El Paso. 
In the 
early days when law and order be­ 
gan to work its way westward 
from the eastern and cent tai part 
of Texas, El Paso became the last 
stand of these early day undesir­ 
ables, and :oday much of the city’s 
glory lies in the complete* elimi­ 
nation from such domination. I he 
past history of El Paso is quite 
aa interesting as its 
marvelous 
growth. 
Once a small Spanish 
village spread out in a rambling 
way over many acres of virgin 
territory it now is the hub of the 
Southwest. From Scenic Point, 4,- 
300 feet high, half way up Mt. 
Franklin (5200 feet) 
m a y be seen 
the remains of what is in all prob­ 
ability the earliest habitation on 
this side of the river, a sheep-herd- 
er’s hut of about IOO years ago. 
Storm Ville is a Mexican settlem ent 
on the mesa made after the unus­ 
ually luavy rains in 1897 had dis­ 
solved the adobe houses in the low­ 
er part of town. 
These people mi­ 
grated to the highest available spot 
a.id have been there since. 
From 
Scenic Point also may be seen the 
whole sweep of the El Paso V alley 
up which ran the 
Camino 
Real 
(The King’s Highway). 
Varying 
according to the whims of the Rio 
Grande, the 
highway 
lay some­ 
times a mile on this side, some­ 
times a mile on that, but always 
it converged to pass that narrow 
gateway, The Pass of the North. 
Down this valley in 1536 came the 
strangest procession the 
United 
States ever saw, headed by Cabeza 
de Vaca, the first white man to 
enter the 
Southwest. 
Looking 
south six or seven miles down this 
valley we Ste the spot where was 
staged the first play given in the 
United States. 
It was 
a 
“Com­ 
edia” written by Captain Farfan 
de los Godos and was performed 
before the cavaliers and ladies of 
Don Juan de Onate’s expedition. 
That day, April 1598, Don Juan 
had taken possession of this north­ 
ern land for “himself, King Phil­ 
lip II of Spain, and God.” 
This 
“ entrada” was the first that led 
to perm anent settlem ent 
in the 
United States. 
The Mission at Ys- 
leta, is rebulit from the one found­ 
ed in 1683 for the Christianized 
Indians who fled with the surviv­ 
ing Spaniards from the m urder­ 
ous Indians of 
the 
Upper 
Rio 
Grande in 1680. 
In Ysleta there 
are a few adobe houses probably 
at least 200 years old, also one 
pear tree about the same age. Tile 
dam at H art’s Mill is in all prob­ 
ability, the oldest irrigation dam 
in the United States. 
When the 
first Spaniards came up to the Pass 
of the North, they found that the 
Indians had already noticed the 
peculiar form ation of 
the 
river 
here and had form ed a dam with 
rushes 
and 
stones. 
In these old 
adobe houses at H art's Mill is the 
primitive machinery used by Si­ 
meon H art some 75 
years 
ago. 
This also is the site of the third 
Fort Bliss. 
El Paso as a gatew ay all, Juarez is Mexico, Kl Paso is 
is drawing peoples there from all America. 
Bu* the daily crossing 
parts of tht United States, and of the river will ultimately mak, 
among its citizenry can be found the American infiUence fe.t on .he 


other. 
As to the truthfulness of 
this we can’t say, but from the 
list of attractions for Juarez sent 
out on literature advertising the 
city is found this: 
Three distil­ 
leries with an output of 95 barrels 
per day, one brewery, two cotton 
seed oil mills, two soap factories, 
one nail factory, six cotton gins— 
2 in Juarez and 4 in valley, finest 
cafes in southwest, one American 
plan hotel, one ice factory— one in 
construction, three 
overall 
fac­ 
tories, one candle factory, one can­ 
dy factory, one 
shoe 
tree 
fac­ 
tory, one agricultural college with 
200 alumni. 
One will notice that 
distilleries head the list and col­ 
leges are at the bottom. 
This may 
account for the condition of Mex­ 
ico. 
In El Paso they will tell you 
that you can see sights in Ju a rtz 
you can’t see any where in the 
United States, and we believe that 
is true. 
But whatever Juarez is, 
the citizens of El Paso and these 
United States who patronize it are 
responsible for it. 
That Juarez is 
a city peculiar unto itself a1! will 
agree, and without it 
El 
Paso 
would not be the mecca that is in 
for travelers from 
all 
over the 
world. 
Visitors are shown th e bull 
ring houses the national sport of 
Spain and Mexico. 
The Plaza de 
Armas is the resort of the Juarez 
people where they listen to con­ 
certs of the Banda Municipal. The 
Mexicans are a very musical peo­ 
ple. 
The 
Mission 
of 
Nuestra 
Senora de Guadalupe was founded 
in 1659 by Parde Garcia. 
It was 
completed in 1668. 
The ceiling is 
made of pines, hand-carved by the 
Indians from wood brought from 
miles away; the bells are prob­ 
ably from Spain. 
The flat stones, 
the graves of the old priests, are 
exactly in the style of the Old 
World burying places. 
There is a 
story that from the door of the 
church can be seen, at a certain 
time of the day, a very rich mine, 
but so far it has not been found. 
Another story, probably true, is 
that when the Indians were build­ 
ing the huts for the mission, one 
priest said to Parde Garcia, “ Why 
build so many cells, Parde?” The 
answer was a prophecy sadly ful­ 
filled in 1680. 
“Parde, I foresee a 
time when the cells will be filled 
to overflowing.” 
In 1680 
Pope 
and his followers, among 
thtm 
murderous Apaches, spread m ur­ 
der and ruin along the upper Rio 
Grande and wiped out hundreds of 
Spaniards and 
Christianized In­ 
dians. 
A miserable, hunted rem ­ 
nant fled souts across the “John- 
ada del 
M uerto” 
(Journey 
of 
Death) and were met and 
com­ 
forted by the people of the Mis­ 
sion at Paso del Norte. 
Thus was 
Parde Garcia’s prophecy fulfilled. 
The roof of this old mission was 
used by the Diaz federals as a fort 
during M adero’s attack on Juarez 
and hears many marks of bullet 
and shot. 
Both the Cathedral and 
jail have been commercialized. It 
cost 50 cents American money to 
see the cathedral and 25 cents to 
see the jai as a visitor. Juarez is 
a city of antiquity and is strug­ 
gling to modernize itself and we 
think has 
made some success at 
it. 
For the past fifteen years we 
have made 
an 
annual 
visit to 
Juarez, while visiting 
El 
Paso, 
and in that tim e we 
have 
seen 
much development in the civic and 
sanitary affairs of the city. A fter
